At the close of another Synodical year of Missionary tol! and 


anxiety, through the mercy of our Father in Heaven, we are again permitted 
to meetin thie Eighth Annual Convention. 
We meet not as we have met on former occasions. Previous tothis year 


- the angel of death had notentered this ecclesiastical fol’. But in this jast 


closed, he has plucked the first fruits of the vine. Two of our number have 
been gathered to the land of eternal rest. On.the 5th day of February !x75, the 
highly esteemed and venerabie Father, Rev. T. W.Sarzent was by sudden ac- 
cident, called from laborto reward, Of him it can be truthfally said, “He died 
with thearmor on.” On the 2ith day of the same month, Rev. J, G. Ellinger, 
who on account of ill health for several years was unable to meet with as in 
our conventions, was also called to the fathers, He wasin the days of his ac- 
tivity,a man of mind, and of noble worth, Peace be to their dust, uoti! the 
morning of the resurrection, when God shall bid them com> forth to endless 
life, May we be ready for the gatherer when he shal! call for us. 

I now ask permission to liy before you a report of my officiai acts during 


my term of office: 
Official Correspondence. 


Soon after the adjournment of the Synod,!I addressed a letter of admonition 
to the Rev. Geo. Walker, according to the instractions of Synod, see page 2! of 
the minutes of 1874. A few weeks after the adjournment of Synod Rev. D. 
Harbaugh called my attention tothe fact, that the ministerium had not renew- 
ed the license of Charies Hawkinson. I accordingly wrote a letter of inquiry | 
to Rev. A. G. Bergenskold, who stopped at Randolph, on his return from 
Synod,and in reply he informed me, that Bro. Hawkinson, was not then ac- 
tively engaged in the daties of the ministry. Bro. Hawkinson had pot com- 
plied with the requirements of the Constitution of Synod. He sent no contri- 
bation to the treasury, he sent no excuse for non-attendance at Synol,' nor did 
he send his journal or sermons, and besides this, he did not ask for a renewal! 
of his license. I therefore thought it not proper, under the circumstances for 
me todo what the Synod failed to do when in session. I addressed Bro, Hawk- 
inson relative to the “Sweedish Missionary Synod,” which was to be organ- 
ized at Randolph, Kinsas, but to this I received no reply. 

Dismissals. 

The “Sweedish Ansgari Synod,” having been organized, and having united 
with the General Synod at its last meeting in Baltimore I according to in- 
structions, granted Rev. C.J. Lindahi,a certificate of honorable dismission 
to anite with the “Ansgari Synod.” 

I also granted Rev. M.J. Fiery, a certificate of honorable dismission, to 
cnite with the Synod of Central Pennsylvania. 


Vancancies. 

The English Evangelical Latheran Church of Topeka, the Monrovia and 
Valley Falis charge, the Atchison Latheran church, the Eureka charge, and 
other points are vacant. Bunker Hill is about obtaining a pastor in the persen 
of Rev. Prof. J. B. Corbett. 


> Reccommendations. 
I would reccommend that a committee be appointed to draf resolutions of 
condolence and sympathy, on the death of Rev'd Fathers, Sargent and Ellinger. 
I also recommend the appointment of an agent of the publication house to 
sell our publications, and supply the destitute regions, with the ministra- 
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tions of the gospel, as far as posible, I herewith submit a letter from the 
financial Secretary of the Board of Publication, And now may the birssing of 
Giod be with us in our deliberations, and may we devise wise and liberal things, 
for God, and his kingdom here on earth.

REPORT OF SECRETARY B. H. M. 


Brethren:—The Board of Home Missions has six missions under its 
care within the bounds of your Synod, viz: Kansas City. Lawrence, Abl- 
lene, Salina, Bunker Hill and Topeka. 
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Bunker Hill has been vacant since June Ist, 1874, but has recently been 
supplied. ‘Topeka is still vacant. 

The aggregate amount of appropriations by the Board to these Missions 
is $1800 annually ; the amount received by the Board from the Synod for 
Home Missions, for the year closing June Ist, 1875, is $76.07. 

At the meeting of the General Synod in Baltimore, it was resolved to 
raise ($20,000) twenty thousand dollars annually for the next two years, 
for Home Missions. This would average about eighteen cents per mem- 
ber. The apportionment for this Synod then woukd be ($140) one hund- 
red and forty dollars. 

The Board would respectfully, but earnestly request the Synod, the 
Ministers, and Congregations, that they make every possible effort to se- 


cure this amount.

Your Committee on the state of the Church would report, that the gen- 
eral Financial embarrassment through which we have passed, had a 


corresponding depression on the Churches. 
We find a general declension in religious interest. Yet we are glad to 
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report a few’ grateful exceptions. A few have enjoyed refreshing seasons 
from the presence of the Lorl. Sabbath Schools for the most part, are in 
a flourishing condition, and one of our mcst prominent Churches, that of 
Kansas City, which has suffered so long and so paintully, from pecuniary 
embarrassment, we are glad to learn is ina fair way of being happily and 
permanently relieved. 

We recommend the following : 

1. That the Pastors belonging to this Synod endeavor to build up th it 
people in greater spirituality. 

2. That Pastors and people put forth every effort to promote general 
spiritual revivals of religion, fully consecrating themselves, and all they 
have to the Lord. 

3. That our people be more prompt and liberal in their contributions 
for the support of the Church. A l’astor’s hands frequently hang down 
and his heart is saddened because of the indifference of his people toward 
his support. A Church Debt, if it is allowed to accumulate, will do more 
to dishearten and crush a young Church, than any other cause. Hence 
prompt and efficient measures shvould be adopted, looking to the speedy 
liquidation of all claims upon a church. The building of expensive 
churches, where the congregations are weak and small, isa sin and a 
folly. 

4. We would urgea proper and healthy Church discipline, with a view 
of promoting vital piety in the Church. Cut off the dead and diseased 
members, that do not and cannot bring forth fruits unto righteousness. 
Yamily worship should be urged upon all of our people, and whenever it 
is possible, prayer meetings should be held, and encouraged. Much of 
the labor of preaching is lost without a prayer meeting during the week. 

We would urge upon all our Pastors and people to avail themselves of 
every proper means that will promote the prosperity of Zion and the 
glory of God.

2. On page 41, is a resolution which requires the Chairman of each 
delegation to the General Synol, to bring a brief report, consisting of 
statistics and other statements relating to the condition of the Church in 
the Synod which it represents. 

3. On page 42, it is recommended that our Churches observe the last 
Thursday in January of each year as a day of special prayer for Colleges 
and Educational Institutions. 

4. On page 43, relative to the request which your delegates made to 
have a special rule passed to empower the Board to employ Traveling 
Missionaries in the west. They say they are willing to occupy any im- 
portant points just as soon as the men and the means can be obtained, 
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and therefore, deem it inexpedient to pass such special rule for the pres- 
ent. 

5. On page 47, they recommend that in our reports of contributions 
for “Local objects” we include the Pastor's Salary, and all items of local 
expense by each congregation. 

6. On page 52, it is recommended that each District Synod appoint a 
committee on Systematic Beneficense, to co-operate with the committee on 
Systematic Beneficense of the General Synod. 

7. On page 73, isa resolution obligating the Church to raise twenty 
thousand dollars annually for Home Mission operations. 

Your committee woukl offer the following : 


Resolved, That we approve of the above resolution, assume our portion and 
that the committee on Systematic Beneficense which shall be appointed by 
this Synod, apportion the amount among our Churches. 

Resolved, That we most heartily approve of all these recommendations, and 
by God's help will carry them out among our people.
